We Vote On Sept. 9 


It must have been pretty hard to do. but the Escanaba 
Area Board of Education has managed to set up an election 
for school millage that is even more complicated than Mich­ 
igan’s hear season, which is so complex that even the hears 
can’t understand it.

Actually the fault isn’t the board’s; it is in the legal red 
tape that wraps up tax balloting. 
The board, in attempting 
to meet tho needs of the school district tor buildings, must 
contend with Hie complex legal wrappings on the debts of 
the school districts which .joined it. in the consolidation sev­ 
eral years ago. 
These districts were the townships of ( o rn e l l ann c o i n 
River, which had new schools and bonded debts, and WHL, 
which had no debt. 
One of the proposals in the sc h o o l e le c­ 
tion Monday, Sept. 9 in the Escanaba Area School d i s t r i c t is 
to “consolidate” the big district’s debts. 
Ibis means to ma Ko 
the debts of Ford River and Cornell, incurred before c o n s o l i­ 
dation. the debts of the whole new school d i s t r i c t .

Thus the big district would pay off the old debts of its 
township units. 
Until this is done there is a reluctance in Fold River and 
Cornell to vote for new debts of the Escanba Area School 
District because they must pay their shares ol sue 
plus their old individual debts. 
Because of the legal contracts under which these 
ship debts were incurred, Cornell’s debt isn’t ca lla b le 
be repaid or refinanced) until 1966. 
The board’s proposal 
is to levy 17/100 of a mill (17c on $1,000 of assessed valua­ 
tion) until this debt is paid off in 1982, or refinanced. 
It is also proposed that the voters authorize a levy of 
one quarter of one mill (25c per $1,000) for two years to 
clean up the Ford River debt. Til is levy and accumulated re­ 
serves would pay it off.

The Tress urges a. Yes vote on these proposals. 
When 
the area made a study which recommended consolidation of 
local school districts to provide better education, the town­ 
ships were told that if they joined the City of Escanaba 
School District in the creation of the Escanaba Area School 
District, it would pool all the debts inherited iii the consoli­ 
dation and have the new district pay them. 
This is an ob­ 
ligation of honor as well as good sense and the foundation 
upon which the new district can give all its parts equal fin­ 
ancial footing. 
Also proposed on the Sept. 9 ballot- it has 5 proposi­ 
tions and it would take a Philadelphia lawyer to explain 
them— is a levy of two mills for 5 years to create a district 
school building and site sinking fund. 
This would put the 
Escanaba Area School 
District in “ pay-as-you-go” school 
financing.
